Neither" lias it been decided who will com- 
mand them. The Acadia will be put into 
commission about the 1st of April, and the 
other vessels as required.

will cruise along the coasts of 
Sew 


Brunswick and Nova Scotia and La Cana- 


i dien in ihe Gulf of St. Lawrence. It was 


observed last year that the burning of 
soft coal in one of the government cruisers 
gave warning of approaching danger to 
intruding vessels. This defect will be 
remedied this year. 


Referring to the possibility of an ar- 


rangement being arrived at by which the 
Jlshery troubles might be definitely set- 
tied, Captain Scott said that if ao settle- 
ment was reached he hoped that vessels 
belonging to the American navy would be 
sent to the fishing grounds, as in 1870, 
when their presence there and warnings 
to their own fishermen not to go beyond 
their treaty rights, went n long way to- 
wurd maintaining a strict observance of 
these rights. There has been no change 
in the instructions to be issued to com- 
ui anders of cruisers this year from those 
issued last season, although commanders 
will be specially enjoined to carry. their 
protective services in a spirit of fairness 
and strict observance of the treaty rights 
of the American fishermen.
